THE TRAGEDY AT SHAUKIWAN. 

‘At tho Magistrucy this afternoon Mr T. 
Sorcombe Smith held un inquiry into the 
death of an Indian trooper and » Chinaman’ 
at Shaukiwan Police Station on the 2nd 
inatant. 


In§peetor Hall said—I am Inspector ot 
Shaukiwau, At 9 p.m, on the 2ud inst. I 
was-in-the.chatgs roum at Shankiwan when 
I hoard a shot fired from behind the 
Station in the direction of the stable, I 
wont out on tho stops leading from-tho 
compound at tho back of tho: charge 
room. J--saw a Obinsman with _ his 


jacket burning. P.C. 14 and myavlf aa- |° 


sisted him into ‘the charga room aud he sat 
down onthe flonr... Wo laid him out on 
his back on the-floor. As ho appeared to 
be wounded I oxsmined him, pulled. opon 
his jacket, and found that he had e bullet 
wound rather Jow down below tho ribs on 
the left side, There waa also o ballot hole 
in his back corresponding with the ono ia 
front. Iseked him what wat the matter, 
through alukong. He said ‘I am shot.’ 
Then I asked him * Who ahot you... He re- 
plied, Sunt Singh, £ asked him:what Sunt 
Singh, and he ssid the police trooper. 
We bound up and bandaged his wound, I 
sent for the ambulance to have him 
token to the Hospitel I sent him 
to. the Hospital ‘with four  coolies 
in charge of a polico constable. I followed 
afterwards to the Civil Hospital aad found 
the man had died and was being taken to 
the mortuary whore the bedy wos identified 
by tho deceased's father. When attending 
the wounded manI heard two shots fired 
in quick succostion from'the back of tha 
Station, and P.C. 14 and I went out to 
search for P.O. 645. After searching round 
the stables. I want into the bathroom 
of the ground floor and found the body 
of P,C, 645, Sant Singh. It wos lying 
on its back, Ho had been standing 
fecing the doorway. Tho feet were about 
& yard inside the door. (Rillo produced). 
This rifle wos lying by hie sido. It 
held an empty cartridge case. Another 
empty cartridge cise was lying betweon his 
Jega close by his feat. Foor cartridges were 
found jn the inside breast pocket of his 
cost, He was quite dead. Kear o bullet 
'bole-on the right side of his neck, and tho 
top of his aku'l wos smeabed whore the bul- 
let paseed throogh, There wasa mark on 
joist in the room where the bujJet had 
atruok, On again searching tho atable we 
found one loaded cartridge on the atablo 
doorway and inside the doorway of 
the saddloroom . adjoining wan on 
empty cartridge casos on the corner of 
tho _mantlopiece . of the same . room 
wore two other variridges, being a tolal of
